know these institutions are a busi­ 
ness asset to the city. 
And some­ 
body or some organization favoring 
road bonds must have made these 
people believe there was going to be 
retaliation by moving a part of the 
state government away from Austin. 
As a consequence, they felt impelled

T h e s p e a k e r d i s p l a y e d a n i n t i m a t e 
knowledge of p r e s e n t conditions. His 
remarks were 
specific, 
s i n c e r e and 
c ourageous - an able presentation of 
Republican failures and Democratic 
opportunities. 
Roiled down, it was 
nn entreaty for the Democratic party 
to return to the philosophy of Jeffer­ 
son with the courage of Jackson. 
The two houses definitely fixed the 
22nd as the date of adjournment. 
But the governor and his spokesmen 
have smarted a move to reconsider 
this date and extend the session. 
Th^re is much unfinished business, 
yet the major portion of it has no 
hearing upon the question of extend­ 
ing the time. 
Named in their order 
the issues calling for further consid­ 
eration are road bond amendment, 
oil proration, utilities. Congressional 
redistricting (because of the Fergu­ 
sons) and the home rule amendment. 
The cigaret and gas taxes already 
enacted into law is the only major 
effort at raising revenue that has anv 
chance of adoption, irrespective of 
how long the session may last. 
The 
efforts to raise millions from sources 
other than the advalorem and estab­ 
lished channels seem definitely block­ 
ed, although efforts will he continued 
to pass an iconic tax hill. Ta* reform 
based upon ability to play. will he a 
problem for some future legislature. 
The so called economy established 
by the house hears out the predic­ 
tions made some weeks ago, namely 
•—if any reductions were made it 
w-ould likely affect only those least 
able to bear them. 
The house salary reductions of 5 
per cent and IO per cent do not apply 
to the judiciary, which draws the 
highest salary average of any branch 
of t h state government. 
The reader 
musi hear in mind the legislature 
gave no consideration to the justness 
of salaries. 
It did not inquire into 
the 
merits 
or 
necessities 
of 
the 
salaries they voted to reduce. 
The 
action was solely In the interest of 
economy and let it hurt who it may. 
The next highest average salaries »ro 
the educational institutions. 
While 
those salaries were also reduced bv 
the house 5 per cent, and IO per cen* 
resolution it was frankly stated that 
out of other funds the educational 
institutions 
could 
and 
doubtless 
would 
bring 
the 
salaries 
up 
to 
normal. 
This leaves tho departments, which 
get the lowest average salaries to 
stand the reductions. 
Besides get­ 
ting the least average compensation 
the departmental positions are the 
least permanent and have hut two 
weeks vacation, while the other two 
get three months vacation. 
We must not forget that the con­ 
stitutional amendment under which 
this legislature is organized did not 
require 
an 
increase 
in 
legislative 
salaries. 
It merely permits it up to 
ten dollars per day. 
Po if the salary 
reductions voted by the house sur­ 
vive the free conference and is final­ 
ly adopted it will still he the same old 
game as mentioned ir* this column 
before, of taking away from one place 
and placing it at another, or robbing 
Peter to pay Paul with no lessened 
burden to the tax payers.
